Rev. Harley Jac kson is closing six 
y ears pastorate

Six y ears ago h e 
came to th is city a stranger at wh ich 
time th e ch urch was a small struggling 
congregation. 
Under th e direction of 
Mr. Jackson th e ch urch h as grown 
both in numbers and influence and to­ 
da y is one of th e good congregations 
of th e city , h aving a membersh ip of 
about 325 resident members. 
Ih e following figures will sh ow th e Sh e leaves five ch ildren, th ree sons and 
work done by Mr. Jac kson in th e last 
six y ears: 
Sermons 
preach ed, 7 44: 
additions to th e ch urch , 229; funerals 
conducted by Mr. Jackson, 196; cou­ 
ples married, 79. 
Th e ch urch h as been repaired, side­ 
walks and gutters laid, interior deco­ 
ra ting done, a $200 organ placed in 
th e ch urch and a mortgage of $1000 
lifted along with th e oth er work. 
During th e six y ears th e ch urch h as 
allowed Mr. Jackson to h old 8 meet­ 
ings outside of th e city resulting in 
more th an 200 additions. 
He h as dedi­ 
cated ch urch es and h alls in a number 
of cities and towns of th e state all of 
wh ich was done under th e auspices of 
th e Central Ch ristian ch urch of wh ich 
h e was pastor. 
He h as also been serving th e Modern 
Woodmen of America as th eir official 
State Lecturer for four y ears with an 
appointment of two y ears >et to come. 
To sh ow th at th e ch urch h as appre­ 
ciated th e work of Rev. Jackson and i 
family and th at th ey rejoice^ in h is 
remaining in th e city and a member of 
th eir congregation will be explained 
by th e following resolution adopted 
by th e congregation with th e close of 
h is work.

Charlottcnburg, In the neighborhood 
of Berlin, was the first city In Ger- 
fhuny, perhaps the first In Europe, to 
take definite action In behalf of physi­ 
cally deficient children. This action re­ 
sulted In the establishment of an open- 
air school in a magnificent suburban 
forest known as the Grü newald. 
The school was first opened in the 
summer of 19 04, with 05 children of 
both sex es. 
A t the end of six weeks the number 
had increased to 120. 
The children 
who attend the school are chosen by tId* 
medical ex aminers of the city schools. 
The preference Is generally given to 
those showing signs of heart or lung 
affections, to anaemic and debilitated 
children ; to children who, although not 
111 enough to he confined to their beds, 
are not able to bear the strain of study 
under ordinary conditions, and to con­ 
valescents. 
On the grounds of the 
school, which comprise about two and 
a half acres, enclosed by a high fence 
of wire netting, are a large school bar­ 
rack, built of wood and tarred paste­ 
board, another 
barrack 
serving as 
kitchen, a roomy lavatory, a twith house 
with showers, and a big wooden shed 
open on one side and covered by a wide 
overhanging roof, under which the chil­ 
dren take shelter when It rains. 
Every­ 
thing Is planned In accordance with the 
most modern theories of pedagogy and 
medicine. 
The ftx nl is of the l>est and is very 
Inex jiensive. 
In the morning, about 
7:15, when the pupils arrive at the 
school from the electric cars, break fust 
is served. 'Phis meal consists of a 
glass 
of milk, with bread and butter. 
At 
boon, for their dinner, they are given 
plenty of vegetables and about a quar­ 
ter of a pound of meat apiece. 
At 4 
they have another glass of milk, with 
bread and marmalade, and at 7 In the 
evening, before they leave for home, 
they are served with hot soup and 
bread and butter. The cost of all tills 
does not ex ceed 12 cents a day for each 
child. 
The little pupils enter 
the 
school 
sickly and inattentive In their classes. 
They leave It well and strong and so 
advanced in their lessons as to t>e able 
at ouee to enter the ordinary grades of 
the Chariottenburg schools. In the year 
19 05 the ex pense to the city of the For­ 
est school amounted to about $5,576. 
London Is to have its Forest school, 
p atterned after the Charlottcnburg ex ­ 
ample.

Government Has Given to Settlers 112,000,000 Acres, and Has 
More than Enoug h Left to Make Four States as Larg e 
as Texas— Vast Projects of Irrig ation. 


No wonder the world calls us rich. 
W hat other country could make the 
prodig al g ifts to its people which U n­ 
cle Sam has made from the public do­ 
main. 
This g overnment has already 
g iven to settlers 112,000,000 acres of 
land. 


But what the g overnment has g iven 
away is only a small g arden in com­ 
parison with what it has to g ive. 
The 
public domain, taking into considera­ 
tion land of all sorts, g ood nnd bad, 
-Amount** to the colossal sum of 7 54,- 
8 05,28 0 acres—more than enoug h to 
make four states as larg e as Texas. 
It is true that almost half of this vast 
area is in Alaska, where farms will 
alway s he about as valuable as as they 
are at the north pole. 
But it is also 
true that there 2» >0.000,000 acres of 
public land in the United States proper 
that, sooner or later, will he devoted 
To ag ricultural purposes. 
In the arid 
West it is all a m atter of g etting w ater 
on the land. 
In the cut-over timber 
reg ions of the lumbering states all th at 
is needed is to keep off the forest fires 
and g ive the se.il an opportunity to re­ 
cuperate.

The g overnment has become very busy 
in the irrig ation business.

moment the g overnment has under way 
twenty -eig ht 
tremendous 
irrig ation 
projects, as the result of which water 
will be turned on to more than half a 
million acres of land this y ear. 
At 
ltoosevelt. Ariz., for instance, public 
funds are being expended to throw 
across Stilt Hiver a dam 28 4 feet hig h 
that will hold back enoug h water to 
put a slice two foot thick over the 
whole state of Rhode Island. The dam 
will not be finished until 19 10, but 
when it is completed it will convert 
into g ardens 210,000 acres around Phoe­ 
nix that are now g ood only for the buz­ 
zards to fly over. The ag ricultural de­ 
partment has 
analy zed the 
soil and 
found that 
it is remarkably 
fertile; 
the climate cannot ho excelled, and, as 
soon as the 
water 
comes, no reg ion 
will be more productive. 
Then there is California. 
Any one 
who has ever entered the Golden State 
at the little southern town called “The

Salt Lake Valley need be told what the 
rest of I tab will some time look like. 
When the Mormons went to Utah the 
country around Salt Lake was as deso­ 
late as the mind could picture.

Water did it nil—w ater from the river 
and water from the mountains that 
was sluiced over the land. And in that 
state the United 
States 
g overnment 
owns more than 30,000,000 
of 
other 
thirsty acres. 
The national g overnment 
also 
has 
larg e holding s 
in 
twenty -four 
other 
states and territories. Uncle Sam owns 
enoug h land in New Mexico, for in­ 
stance, to make two states almost as 
larg e as New 
York 
and 
Indiana; 
enoug h in Montana to make another 
commonwealth far exceeding in area 
the g reat State of Illinois, and enoug h 
in Nevada to make twelve states as 
larg e as New Jersey . He could carve 
out five states us larg e as Massachu­ 
setts from what he owns in Idaho, and 
seven Vermonts from ids unused lands 
In Arizona.

tive is water.

The undertaking now un­ 
der way consists of damming the Colo­ 
rado River at Yuma and diverting its 
waters into two channels by means of 
which the adjacent count ay on t>oth 
sides of the stream will he watered.

By similar means 12,000 acres will bo 
reclaimed in northern California. 
The g overnment has also done some 
thing and is doing more to tiring hack* 
to life some of Nevada’s Gl,000,000 dead 
acres.

work has already prog ressed so far

ban to increase the beauty of the scen­ 
ery and hohl speckled trout to lure 
fishermen hundreds of miles. 
But the 
Rmnison River will soon f>o known 
no more to the fishermen. 
Within a 
y ear, probably , it will be shunted off 
into a tunnel. 
This tunnel will take 
the turbulent little stream throug h the 
heart of a mountain and dump it over 
140.000 acres of land. 
The conduit 
throug h the mountain will be almost 
six miles long . 
Work has been g oing 
on for four y ears, and five miles of the 
tunnel are already completed. 
Forty - 
flve miles of crmnis will also irrig ate 
00,000 acres of land in Grand Valley , 
in the western part of Colorado. 
Then look at Idaho. 
When the cen­ 
sus of 19 00 was taken, the g overnment 
enumerators found In that state only 
1.9 persons to the square mile. 
In 
Idaho the United States owns almost 
2 7 , “0,000 acres of land. 
Think what 
will happen to the population of that 
state when the work now under way 
Is completed nnd w ater is turned on 
to 37 2.< XX) acres of land. 
The Pay ette, 
Boise and Snake rivers, in the south­ 
western part of the state, are simply 
l>elng turned out of their bods. 
The 
work Is so far advanced that settlers 
arc already beg inning to file on some 
of the land that Is to he benefited. 
At 
Minidoka, another point on the Snake 
River, a hug e dam will divert wnt« *r 
to supply 130,000 acres. 
The work is 
already practically complete and water 
will Ik* turned 
o n next spring . 


O t h e r * o f I m p o r t a n c e . 
An extensive sy stem of Irrig ation de­ 
vices 
that 
extend 
along the North 
Platte for nearly 500 miles will, when 
completed, supply w ater 
to 
200,000 
acres of land In Wy oming and an equal 
area in Nebraska. 
In fact, water was 
turned on to 40,000 acres this y ear. 
Settlors arc taking up land rapidly . 
Besides all this, work is under way 
to put water on to 200,000 acres in 
Montana, 40,000 acres in North Dnko- 
to, 8 0,000 acres in New Mexico, 
IO. (hM) 
acres in Kansas, 220,000 acres in north­ 
ern California and southern Oreg on, 
27 0.000 acres 
in 
Washing ton, 40,000 
acres in Utah, and 100,000 acres in 
South Dakota. 
And, as a people, we 
are just beg inning to realize that it is 
g ood public policy to spend money for 
the irrig ation of arid lands.

what does this mean? 
It means that

mean that the g overnment land will 
provide homes for more than 4,000,000 
persons. 
And, using the same multi- 
idler. more than 3,000,000 persons are 
now living on land that the g overnment 
orig inaly g ave to settlers.

But the iiossibilities of what mig ht 
he called the near present are dwarfed 
by the probabilities of the remote fu­ 
ture*. 
Some day stern necessity will 
compel us to i>e economical in the use 
of our land, as we* are just beg inning 
to learn that we should conserve what 
remains of our coal, timber and Iron. 
Some day we shall learn that no one 
can really till 2(x> or 3<X) acres of land, 
or even 40 acres. 
We shall lieeome 
masters of Intensive ag riculture and 
produce more from a few well-tilled 
acres than we do now from the g reat 
tracts that we cultivate with little or 
no real beat I An of the g roat opportuni­ 
ties that we overlook. 
We shall learn 
a lesson, perhaps, from 
the French 
peasants, who let not a foot of g round 
escape untilled and make the fences 
hold up the g rapes for the sun to ripen 
them. 
And when that time comes the land 
that the g overnment y et has to g ive to 
settlers may support a population of 
hundreds of millions. 
Scientific ag rl 
culturists say that Texas alone has 
enoug h land to support five timers the 
present population of the United States.

Fourth, the laboratory Inspection Is Im­ 
portant and should be placed In com­ 
petent hands. 
It is of the utmost im­ 
portance that the Inspection work lie 
done by experienced and educated men. 
Politics should not adulterate the milk 
and Is most detrimental to the accom­ 
plishing of the most good.

clean with a club; he must be educated 
However, It Is liest that the I nsi lector 
be clothed with police power, for there 
nr<* In some 
communities tln» s<* whd 
will heed nothing but pure force. The 
police power makes the work more ef­ 
fective in all eases, but Is not alway* 
necessary. 
The larger jK*r cent of tho 
milk sold In the smaller towns and 
cities is not, perhaps, entirely objection­ 
able. but Is not quite right.”
